Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Regarding claim 1 , prior art fails forming a first pattern on a substrate to monitor 
a depth of a first shallow trench isolation, wherein the first pattern includes a plurality of 
active regions on the substrate, distances between the plurality of active regions are 
unequally spaced, wherein active regions of the plurality of active regions are of the 
same size, forming a second pattern on the substrate, wherein the second pattern 
includes a plurality of equally spaced active regions on the substrate and a plurality of 
gates that are formed on the equally spaced active regions, wherein the gates do not 
contact the first pattern. Claims 2 and 3 are dependent upon claim 1 and are therefore 
allowable.
